Was Boulder Dam Fight 
Betrayed by Coolidge? 

WASHINGTON, D. C— President that he favored the measure. 



Coolidge's one case tt support of a 
public ownership measure has ap- 
parently ended in the President's 
betrayal of the fight at thc critical 
moment. 

The Boulder Canyon project is 
primarily a flood-control project and 
is, therefore, primarely a government 
ownership project. The war depart- 
ment has repeatedly shown why flood 
control projects and navigation pro- 
jects should! be controlled by the gov- 
emment. It is customary in all 
countries outside of the United States 
to have the government build and con- 
trol flood control projects. 

This probably accounts for the fact 
that President Coolidge at the begin- 
ning favored the government erection 
and ownership of the great projected 
Boulder dam. But the fact that the 
Boulder Canyon fight rapidly changed 
from primarily a fight for flood con- 
trol to primarily a fight over power 
production because the possibility of 
the governmental production of 1,- 
000,000 horsepower of energy alarm- 
ed the super power trust and drew 
into desperate opposition the greatest 
aggregation of capitalist interests 
the country haa aeen for some time, 
apparently caused Coolidge to switch 
against the public interests in this 
fight. 

After a filibuster promoted by the 
Big Business interests which lasted 
eight days and consisted in an attempt 
of the minority in the Senate to block 
Boulder Dam legislation until the end 
of the present short session, Senator 
Johnson cf California, who led the 
fight for government ownership, at- 
tempted to get a roll call to close 
debate and vote on the bill. >*> con-

Hoover ha»l already betrayed it.

Coolidge tola Johnson he would 
•'see what he could do.** Johnson 
asked him to telephone Curtis, the 
Republican floor leader, to line up 
his forces for the adoption . of tho 
cloture rule. 'Coolidge agreed. When 
the roll, was called Curtis and the 
administration forces were lined up 
against cloture. It ww beaten, 32 
to 59. That meant the death of the 
bill, with its government ownership 
possibilities. 

Immediately after the defeat of 
the measure, Representative Swing, 
joint author of the measure, declared 
that the fight would go on in future 
sessions of congress.

U. S. Advised Oil Men 
To Break Mexican Law 



WASHINGTON— Flouting of the 
Mexican oil laiwi by American com- 
panies in thc pas. has been instigated 
by the U. S. Go"emnient. it was 
recalled here in testimony before the 
Senate Foreign. Relations Committee 
by Jose Miguel Bejarano of the Mex- 
ican Chamber of Commerce of the 
U. S. 

Mr. Bejarano read to the commit- 
tee from the minutes of Congress, 
quoting in particular statements by 
Edward Dohcny and former Secre- 
tary of tho Interior Albert B. Fall. 
He said: 

"American capital in the oil indus- 
try in Mexico, under instructions of 
the State Department, not only re- 
fuses to submit to Mexican legisla- 
tion, but gives material support to 
rebels in arms against the Mexican 
Government. American investors in 
the Mexican oil industry constitute a 
group more liable than any other to 
exert pressure upon the State Depart- 
ment and on the other hand, be the 
instrument of the State Department 
in exerting pressure against the Mex- 
ican Government. Their power and 
organization enable them to stand as 
a distinctive unit and their actions 
may easily be traced. 

"The Congressional Record of 
April 12, lU-'l, contains a letter writ- 
ten by Albert B. Fall, at one time 
Secretary of the Interior, dated the 
21st of March, li*2l. in which he says: 
•The British Aguila Oil Company, 
owned, as a matter of fact, by Great 
Britain herself, is yielding to such 
decrees and obtaining advantage of 
American companies who are faith- 
fully abiding by the advice and in- 
structions of the American Govern- 
ment in the matter.' 

"Senator E. F. Ladd, of North Da- 
kota, in a speech before the Senate, 
commenting upon the above letter, 
stated that tba advice and Instruc- 



Itions of the American Government 
were presumably not to obey the l.v.\ . 

(and that thc letter plainly reveals n. 
close understanding between the oil 

'companies in Mexico and the Unite*! 

! States Department of State to dis- 

jobcy the laws of Mexico, in order 
that Mexico may be forced to revoke 
domestic legislation and be compelled 
to sign a treaty distasteful to it* 
legally elected officials. 

"Senator Ladd further said: 'There 
was exposed in the press of the 
United States authentic evidence 
whereby it appeared Thomas F. Lee. 
secretary of the National Association 
for the Protection of American Right- 
in Mexico, an association financed 
largely by the oil interests and whose, 
evident purpose is to force American 
intervention in Mexico, sought to 
finance General Pablo Gonzales in a 
revolutionary attempt to overthrow 
the Obregon government. Letter? 
and telegrams which have never been 
denied show that a group of Ameri- 
can financiers offered to advance 
arms and money in this revolutionary 
effort.' 

"Perhaps the most amazing charge 
against the State Department is the 
one made by Mr. Doheny when ans- 
wering Senator Brandegee during the 
investigation of Mexican affairs (U- 
S. Congress «d:2; Sen. Doc. v-1, p. 
283). 

"Venustiano Carranza was presi- 
dent of Mexico, General Manuel Pe- 
laez was in arms against Ci>:ranza, 
controlling the Tampico oil region. 

"The Chairman: 'Has ojr State 
Department been aware of thc fact 
that you have been making payments 
to Pelaez?' 

"Mr. Doheny. Tes; not only aware 
of it, but so far as they could, with- 
out giving it in writing, they have ap- 
proved of it.*

Alarming Increase Shown 
In Class of Nonproducers 

The growth of America's nonproductive classes at the expense of 
the producers is a feature of the last 15 years, according to an oc- 
cupational survey of the country in 1925, 1920 and 1010 by the national 
industrial conference board. Th« report indicates that an increasing 
proportion of the population is either idle or engaged in competitive 
diiitribution, with a corresponding decrease in the proportion in agricul- 
ture, mining, manufacturing and transportation. 

While the entire population of the country increased from 91.972,- 
2W in 1910 to 115,.*WO.OOO in 1925. a gain of 25 1 , percent, the number 
in agriculture, mining, manufacture and transportation increased only 
a little more than 3 percent, from 26,890.402 m 192(1 to 27.750.000 # in 
1925. In the aame period the number in non-industrial occupations in- 
creased from 1I.27C.934 to 15.100.000, more than 34 percent. 

The decline in the number engaged in producing agricultural raw 
material*, from I2,«59,082 in IQ10 to 10,500,000 In 1926. has been given 
considerable publicity. But less has been said about thq tremendous 
increase in the number engaged in trade and in clerical pursuits. The 
gain of 57 percent In these two groups, raising such nonproductive 
workers from 5.35 1.723 to 15,120,000, exceeds b)r more than 1.000.000 
to decrease in number of farmers aad other agriculturists. 

The number >>f clerical workers alone rose from 1,787,0*53 tn 1910 
to 3^20,000 in 1025. an increase of 120 percent. 

Leas than a quarter ef tfo population is today engaged directly, 
in the production of goods, including transportion. The percentage so 
engaged, including manufacturing, transportation, mining snd agricul- 
ture, has fallen from 213 percent in 1*10 to 24 percent ia 1925. If .we 
could tegregste from this producer group the number engaged in pro- 
'•uctitn of nonessentials, the small percentage of the population carry- 
ing the remainder on their backs woulil sppear even more striking.

dispute thae might arise between 
Sweden and Belgium, not even ex- 
cluding "vital interest" and "na- 
tional honor." The news reports of 
February 20 declare that the treaty 
is in a sense of consummation of the 
royal Swedish-Belgian matrimonial 
alliance between Prim e*-* Astrid and 
Crown Prince Leopold of last fall.

Arbitration Successful When 
Tried 

Arbitration has been a success 
when tried, Up to 1914 the United 
States nubmitted sixty-eight inter- 
national controversies to arbitral pro- 
cedure. We were awarded the deci- 
sion in the Alabama claims of 1873 
and against Mexico in 1902. but lost 
the verdict in the Norwegian ship- 
ping case of 1923. In every instance 
of arbitration between nntions the 
losing country has settled the award 
as a debt of honor. 

The difficulty has been that when- 
ever a Government wanted to fisrht, 
it was perfectly free to do so. That 
being the case, war has been con- 
stantly imminent and all nations have 
prepared for the next explosion. Old 



war kept bursting out of the new 
tattle of arbitration because no one 
had fastened the neck securely. There 
was a string attached to each treaty 
for arbitration but the string wa* 
not drawn tight enough. The old 
stuff leaked out. 

At the present time there la not a 
single treaty binding this country to 
arbitrate disputes that may arise. 
We are bound to arbitrate any old 
thing of no consequence whatever, 
but when a new, lively issue arises, 
like the sacred honor of Secretary 
Kellogg or the sacred purse of Ed- 
ward Doheny, it is worth a Jail sen- 
tence to suggest arbitration. 

There is, however, a simple way 
to change the whole psychology of 
nations regarding war. The sen- 
timent of the people is firmly opposed ' 
to fighting in the trenches. There . 
is no personal glory in modern war- , 
fare and the tombstones erecte.. to t 
the private soldier are not worth . 
dying for. This sentiment should 
be embodied, into law, for unless the . 
statute is clear, diplomats and finan- : 
ciers will put the next war over on.

Member- 
ship of organisations outside the fed- 
eration, including the Industrial 
Workers of the World, is !.0o»,526. 

The membership of the I. W. W. 
is given at 30.000 . 

The largest trade union organiza- 
tions have the following member, 
ship: United Mine Workers.
